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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 to 3 are presented for examination. 

Priority 

2. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d). The certified copy has been filed in parent Application No. 
09/304,279, filed on 5-3-1999. Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The references listed in the information disclosure statement submitted on 12-24- 
2003 have been considered by examiner (see attached PTO-1 449). Claim Objections 

4. Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: the phrase "and a 
playback time for ensuring minimum contiguous storage" is unclear. This phrase does 
not seem to fit with "satisfying a condition in which a playback time...". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1 to 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Rangan et al. (Designing filS systems for digital video and audio, ACM,). 

Claim 1: 
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Rangan teaches continuous storage and retrieval of a multimedia file system 
wherein recording and playback are performed in real-time, the system comprising: 
recording and playback ("reproducing") multimedia files (audio, video and test), ("real 
time files") (see pg. 81, sect. 1.1) for real time retrieval (see pg. 84 sect. 3.3). Rangan 
also teaches the recording of multimedia files uses the constrained block allocation 
("real time recording/reproducing information"), (see pg. 83 sect. 3) and the real time 
recording and retrieval system includes ropes where all the multimedia information such 
as granularity of storage is collected and stored in a continuous mode (see pg. 88 sect. 
4). 

As per claim 2, Ragan teaches the real time recording and retrieval system 
includes continuous recording and retrieval data streams wherein 'continuity 
requirement' for a sequential architecture is met when the sum of the time to read a 
block from a disk and the time to display it does not exceed the duration of its playback 
(see pg. 83 sect. 3.1). Ragan also teaches for continuous retrieval satisfying various 
requirements (see pg. 84 sect. 3.3). 

As per claim 3, Ragan teaches a rope includes rate or recording, 
correspondence information, block size, and garbage collection data ("defect 
management") (see pg. 88 sect. 4).
